It will be recalled by Ada citizens 
that late in 1918 the corporation 
commission issued an order perm it­ 
ting the McThwaite company to in­ 
crease its rates from 25c per thou­ 
sand to 35 cents. 
When this order

asking for a forfeiture of the com­ 
pany's charter on the ground that 
the city had a contract with the 
gas company written in its franchise 
whereby the company contracted to 
furnish 
gas to consum ers at 
the 
rate of 25 cents. 
At the hearing on this petition

order restraining the gas company 
from

creased rates. From this order the 
gas company appealed to the su­ 
preme court and asked for a writ 
prohibiting the district court from 
interferring in any way with the 
collection of the new rates or the 
m anagem ent of the company.
